The  great  disparity  between  the  number  enrolled  and  the 
average  attendance  may  in  some  measure  be  accounted  for  by  the 
fact  that  a  proportion  of  the  older  scholars  attend  school  during  the 
winter  months  only.  And  also  that  out  of  the  221  days,  which  was 
the  whole  number  of  teaching  days  in  the  year,the  average  number 
of  days  the  schools  were  kept  open  was  only  206. 

After  making  due  allowance,  however,  for  these  circumstances, 
we  shall  still  find  that  irregularity  of  attendance  prevails  to  a  great 
extent.  The  beneficial  effects  of  the  compulsory  clause  of  the  lav 
by  which  the  parent  or  guardian  of  every  child  between  the  ages  of 
7  and  13  years  inclusive,  is  required  to  cause  such  child  to  attend 
a  public  school,  or  some  other  school  in  which  elementary  instruc- 
tion is  given,  for  the  period  of  55  days  in  each  half  year  have  not 
as  yet  been  largely  experienced.  Steps  are  now  being  taken,  how- 
ever, to  bring  delinquents  more  pron^nently  forward,  and  also 
trustees  who  fail  to  cause  the  law  to  be  put  into  effect.

Accommodations. 

During  the  year  improvements  in  the  accommodations  were 

made  in  a  number  of  the  schools.     In  one  section  a  new  school 

house  was  built ;  in  a  number  of  other  sections  new  furniture  of  the 

most  approved    make  was    provided,  school   lots    enlarged    or 

•planted  with  shade  trees,  wells  dug,  or  better  equipments  provided. 

Order  and  Discipline. 
Discipline  is  essential  to  the  teacher's  efficiency  and  the  pupil's 
progress,  nor  are  the  effects  of  discipline  confined  to  the  six  or 
seven  years  of  school  life.  The  habits  acquired  during  this  most 
impressible  period  will  unavoidably  have  an  important  influence  in 
after  life.  Habits  of  punctuality,  diligence,  accuracy,  neatness  and 
order,  are  among  the  most  important  means  of  success  in  any  call- 
ing, and  the  discipline  of  the  public  school  should  be  such  as  to 
impart  habits  such  as  these.  The  order  and  discipline  during  the 
year,  although  the  highest  excellence  had  not  been  reached  in  all 
the  schools,  were  yet  in  some  of  them  highly  satisfactory,  and  the 
tendency  in  the  others  is  generally  towards  improvement. 

County  Model  School 

The  number  of  teachers  trained  at  the  County  Model  School 
was  9,  all  of  whom  were  females,  and  all  were  awarded  certificates 
at  the  close  of  the  term,  which  was  of  three  months  duration,  after 
passing  an  examination  in  the  theory  and  practice  of  teaching. 
The  fee  charged  each  teacher  in  training,  was  $5  for  the  term. 

Memorial  Fund. 

The  appeal  for  contributions  to  the  Ryerson  Memorial  Fund 
was  responded  to  by  several  sections,  and  the  amount  contributed, 
$35.60.  The  county  has  not,  I  think,  done  its  best.  A  more 
general   response  would  better  show  ai)preciation  of  the  work  ac- 
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complished  by  the  founder  of  our  school  system,  and  it  is  fitting 
that  such  appreciation  should  be  manifested  in  the  substantial  way 
proposed,  as  only  about  half  the  amount  required  for  the  erection 
of  the  memorial  contemplated  has  as  yet,  I  believe,  been  raised. 
The  subscription  list  is  still  open,  and  we  yet  have  the  opportunity 
of  making  a  more  suitable  response.

I  beg  to  point  out  to  you  that  unnecessary  expense  and  incon- 
venience have  sometimes  been  caused  by  the  heads  of  municipali- 
ties sending  pauper  lunatics,  under  the  provisions  of  45  Vic,  cap. 
32,  statutes  of  Ontario,  to  an  asylum  without  first  learning  whether 


1 
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the  lunatic  could  be  admitted.     The  proper  course  to  pursue,  when 
it  is  desired  to  get  a  lunatic  into  the  asylum  under  the  authority  of 
said  Act,  is  for  the  municipal   officer  to  report  and   describe  the 
case  to  the  medical  superintendent  of  the  nearest  asylum,  and  to 
apply  to  him  for  admission  ;  the  latter  will  then  state  whether  the 
lunatic  can  be  received,  and  if  so,  will  issue  the  proper  forms  of 
certificates  to  be  signed  by  the  medical  examiners.     If  this  plan  be 
adhered  to,  as  it   is  in  all   private  cases,  the  chance  of  a  lunatic, 
after  travelling  perhaps  a  long  distance,  being  refused  an  admission 
to  an  asylum,  will  be  obviated,  and  the  expense  and  inconvenience 
attended  upon  such  an  occurrence,  avoided.     It  is  to  be  remem- 
bered, that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  medical  superintendent  of  an  asylum 
to  refuse  to  admit  a  person  whom  he  may  not  consider  to  be  a  fit 
subject  for  treatment,  even  if  certified  to  be  insane ;  besides  which, 
he  may  at  times  have  to  refuse  or  delay  admission  for  want  of  room, 
therefore,  it  is  very  important  that  he  should  be  notified  of  the  in- 
tention of  the  municipality  before  any  action  be  taken. 

Please  bring  this  circular  to  the  notice  of  the  head  of  the  mu 
nicipality  of  which  you  are  the  clerk.
